MR. LINCOLN’S FAVORITE POEM. 

Tus following poem was a particular 
favorite with Mr. Lincoln, and which he 
was accustomed occasionally to repeat.— 
The events of the last few weeks give ita 
peculiar interest. Mr. F. B. Carpenter, 
the artist, writes to the Evening Post that 
while engaged in painting his picture at 
the White House, last year, he was alone 
one evening with the President in his room 
when he said : 

“There is a poem which has been a 
great favorite with me for years, which 
was first shown tome when a young man, 
by a friend, and which I afterwards saw 
and cut from a newspaper and learned by 
heart. . I would,” he continued, give a 
great deal to know who wrote it, but have 
never been able to ascertain.” 

He then repeated the poem, and on a 
subsequent occasion Mr. Carpenter wrote 
it down from Mr. Lincoln’s own lips.— 
The poem was published more than thir- 
ty yeags ago, nd was then stated 
to be of Jewish origin and composition, 
and we think it was credited to “Songe of 
Israel :”

OUR CITY PULPIT.

A DISCOURSE 
By the Rev. G. P. Tindall, of the death 
of President Lincoln, April 19, 1865. 


“And all Judah acd Jerusalem mourned for 


Josiah:’'—2d Chron., 85 : 26. 


We meet to solemnize the obsequies 


of our Chief Magistrate ; we come to- 
gether under oppressive sorrow to bury 


our President, —ABRAHAM LINCOLN.— 


His body isin Washington, his spirit 


is with God. His official honors, func- 


tions, and relations extended to. us all : 


and he being the most public personage 


in this land, filling the supreme official 


station of this nation, his death is a na- 
tional bereavement. And this hour 
the nation has met for his burial. We 
are not all met in one place, we cannot 
be for the national family is too large ; 
but we are met togethor, as much as 
we can be in assemblies as large as we 
can have. Ifa house were here large 
enough to hold all, we, as 2 communi- 
ty, would be all in it at this time, all 


penetrated with one great sorrow that 


our Chief Magistrate is no more, And 
the profotindest evidence of the depth 
and genuineness of the present sorrow 
is, that the people so strongly desire to 


‘be all together like one family, tomingle 


their grief over a common bereavement. 
The wickedness of this rebellion had 


not filled up the measure of the iniquity 


in whichit was conceived, tillit had as: 
assinated the Chief Magistrate, for from 
the first national murder was in its heart. 
And, on the other hand, the oneness 
ot our national life is now more fully de- 


veloped in the oneness of grief. My 


own feelings were never so deeply 
touched by the death of any one, not 
of my own family, as by the death 
of our President, and never did I wit- 
ness such an outburst of feeling in a 
public assembly as was exhibited in the 
congregation worshipping in this house 
last Sabbath morning, on the announce- 
ment that Mr. Lincoln died twenty-two 
minutes past seven, Saturday morning. 
Never was I so overcome as in making 
thatannouncement. We feel his loss; 
we all feel it. Weall feel it becatise 


we‘ are one, one nation, with one life 


anda common destiny, and he was our 
chef officer of State—the nation’s 
head. | 

And it now seems to ts that tinder 
him the nation has been almost born 
again, that-the republic has been re<cre- 
ated, the political organism has been 


re-animated with a more vigorous life 
force. And. it has been trial that has 
brought forth this life. And now, af: 
ter four years of war, of expensive war, 
of war that has drained resources at 
such rate that it wo’d seem some super- 
human, more than earthly supply has 
prevented their exhaustion, the nation 
to-day appears tohave more and to be 
stronger, to do anything and everything 
that might be expected of a great peo- 
ple than at the beginning of the strug: 
gle. And all this new developement has 
been realized under. Mr. Lincoln’s vad: 
ministration. And asin him the nation 
has had its head and centre, while this 
quickening, vitalizing developement has 
been going on,so now the nation mourns 
his death with this sincere and heart- 
felt grief, more deep, more tender, 
more touching than ever before pene- 
| great peo- 
ae eer : 
And this weeping together is pro- 


‘|phetieal of rejoicing together,—this 
mingling of tears implies a mingling of 


interests and a common life. The 
nation. was born inthis’ manner, ‘it is 
born-again in this manner. Its original 
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struggle, and its re-animated life hav- 
ing passed through a deeper and might- 
ier struggle comes forth with national 
re-aimation and power. o 
We never before had such a nation 
to weep for a dying ruler. We never 
had, since the days of Washington,such 
a President for whom to weep. It is 
sometimes manly to weep. And to-day, 
it isa manly nation that weeps over the 
death of its Chief Magistrate; a nation 
has taken to itself all the attributes of a 
powerful, civilized, independent, invin- 
cible, progressive Christian people. 
Mr. Lincoln was of English descent, 
his ancestors being Quakers. . He was 
born in Kentucky, 1809, being at his 
death, fifty-six years of age. He en- 


joyed but the most meagre educational 


advantages in his youth. When about 
Seven years of age, he removed with 
his father to Indiana the year that terri- 
tory became a State, in 1816? Before 
leaving this State, he had a little expe- 
perience in flatboating. When about 
twenty-one he with his father removed 
to Illinois. Here he had a little expe- 
rience in rail-splitting, and a little ex- 
perience in clerking ina store. He 
served through the four months cam- 
paign ofthe Black Hawk war as cap- 
tain of a company. 

On returning from this war he com- 
menced the study of law’and support- 
ed himself by surveying, Before he 
was qualified to practice, he was elect- 
ed to the Legislature. He was re-elect- 
ed two years after. Here he distin- 
guished himself chiefly by his unobtru- 
sive good sense and sound judgements 
And here stands recorded his protest 
against the pro-slavery resolutions of 
that. body—of what a big future was 
this protest a prophecy ? A third time 
he is elected to the Legislature and is 
regarded a leader, and serves a fourth 
term. He was at once very successful 
as a lawyer when he entered into prac- 
tice in 1837. 

He declined legislative honors in 
1840, but four years later was elected 
to Congress and served one term, and 
declined re-nomination, when he prob- 
ably might have been re-elected. In 
Congress he at. once stood in the front 
rank for legislative abilities. Though, 
at times participating earnestly in po- 
litical discussions, and, especially, in 
one great memorable campaign debate, 
Mr. Lincoln held no other office till in 
1860 he was elected President of the 
United States. : 

And for many years, if ever, perhaps 
no man was so distinctly elected to that 
high office upon his own political doc- 
trines, x 

His mind was pre-eminently of a met- 


aphysical philosophical order, and, 


withal, practical. He devoured the 
pages of Sir Wm. Hamilton, reputed 
one of the most profound thinkers of 
Europe, with the relish with which 
many peruse light reading. He was a 
man of active decided moral principles 
and sensibility, genial and affectionate 
in his nature: ee 

We might call him an evenly balane- 
ed mind. But his style of writing 
shows him to be pre-eminently a think- 
er; his language is always burdened 
with thought: And when we add to 
this his practical qualities of mind and 
heart we have the foundation. of his 
success and great eminence laid in the 
most substantial and useful qualities of 


mind: 


He attained to stich high eminence be- 
cause of the extraordinary circumstan- 
ces in which he became placed. His po- 
sition demanded a combination of ster- 
ling qualities, he possessed the natural 
abilities, and the occasions of his admin- 
istration called them forth: He was 
one of those rare then, who, without 
extensive reading, can quickly give 
a good opinion on a great variety 
of subjects, being possessed in such 
remarkable degree of common 
sense. His mind quickly penetrated 
to the sources of judgément: He 
was moral philosopher enough to say, 
“Tf slavery is not wrong, nothing is 
wrong: Thus possessed of supeřioť 
natural abilities and blest of God, he 
reached the highest round in the ladder 
of fame, and ded occupying: perhaps, 
at the time, the most difficult; the most 
eminent, and the most iniportant and 
usefiil position in the whole worldjhav- 
ing just been replaced in it by the voice 
of a free and intelligent people as the 
right man for that highest station. 

Thus elevated, thus honored, thus 
useful; he suddenly died at the hand of 
an assassin: 

Providence has uttered no such süd- 
den astounding voice on earth, since I 
have had knowledge ot men and things, 
“a man so great and so good, and do- 
ing so much, so suddenly stricken down 
in the very acme of usefulness, and in 
such a manner. : 

There are two religiotis lessons so 
clearly» taught by this overwhelming 
Providerce that I must tiot fail td dwell 
upon. - 

The first is the inexorable nature of 
death ;—the second is the astounding 
power and depth of human wicked- 
ness. PAGH ; |

When you have summed up all the 
urgent reasons why Mr. Lincoln should 
accept this high position to which the 
cutee called him, all the inducements 
ofevery sort, holy ambition to do good, 
to benefit his country, desire of the 
great emoluments of the office, willing- 
ness to enjoy the honor and high con- 


sideration of the position, and consider 


if you please the eagerness with which 
any man may seek this position,—and 
how energetically have men sought it, 
—then consider there is a call more po- 
tent, more commanding than all, the 
call of God that man must die, © 

And as the highest qualifications are 
requisite for such a position, #0 the 
highest qualifications are necessary, in 
order tv obey death and die, And, as 
the call to glory and honor, and an im- 
mortal fame advance, a living man ac- 
cording to all the just aspirations of his 
great soul nature, so, if we are pre- 
pared for the event, the call to-die is a 
call to go up higher and enjoy eternal life 
Death, death, this nation is summoned 
of Providence to meditate of death:— 
As if the death of so. many brave men, 
who have literally died for their coun- 
try, who have, as it were, atoned for her 
sins and purchased her redemption
